Main Subject: The ANS wanted to purchase an exhibition cabinet for their new rooms at the Hispanic 
Society of America, to display the collection of Asian coins recently donated by Charles Gregory. 


Noted Documents: 


James C. Hoe’s, Sons: State their prices for the cabinet, having made one for the ANS before, in 
1901 [Dec. 15] 

The hand-drawn design of the cabinet [undated] 

James C. Hoe’s, Sons: There has been a 50% rise in labor prices since 1901, which has caused the 
price to rise by 50%, from the amount they charged in 1901, which can’t be helped [Dec. 18] 

R.J. Horner & Co.: State they will make a duplicate cabinet to the one specified for $250 [Dec. 30] 
Belden: Encloses a bill from James C. Hoe’s, Sons for the silver plate on the [Charles] Gregory 
cabinet [Apr. 23] 

Belden: “I send you herewith [Charles] Gregory’s check for $254 to pay for the new cabinet.” [Apr. 
26] 

Belden: “[Charles] Gregory desires to pay for the silver plate on the Gregory cabinet.” [Jun. 2]
